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REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD. 


This year witnesses the completion of the new Model 
School building, the consequent regrading of a part of the 
High school grounds, the unexpected expenditures for large 
repairs that could not be foreseen, the enlargement of the High 
school faculty, the closing of one of the District schools for 
want of scholars, and other features that go to make up the 
school business of the year. A more complete statement of 
our acts will follow. 

From time to time the public has been informed regarding 
the standing of the High school, through the press and by the 
unspoken but effective testimony of its students. We may 
now fairly claim to maintain the best High school within a 
large area, and it is ranked among the very best in the state 
by those competent to give unprejudiced judgment. 

Discipline is of a varied hue, in schools of the High 
school class ; all the way from ‘‘trust to the honor of the pu- 
pils” to military or drastic overlordship. | Within four years 
we have seen demonstrated the value of strictly maintained 
good behavior and attention to study. While irksome to 
some, who, at home or in the elementary schools, have enjoy- 
ed a different atmosphere, the present method justifies itself in 
the visible development of stamp of character in the finished 
product. 

We pride ourselves on almost complete honesty of the 
work done by the students. Working along this principle, 
that the temptation and opportunity to obtain the record of 
advancement by the common methods of cheating should be 
overcome, the general desire of its students to do honest work 
and to obtain honest rank has become a peculiarly Piymouth 
High school ideal. 

When a school board member wrote, ‘‘athletics in a 
more or less strenuous form have entered the schools to stay,” 
the possibility of change in sentiment in regard to and partici- 
pation in athletics was not realized. Throughout the country, 
as well as locally, the excessive indulgence therein is diminish- 
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ing. The reader should observe the difference. between ath- 
letic exercise and the school or interscholastic sport or contest 
as practiced. Those of the surrounding towns who delighted 
to speak of this High school as ‘‘the athletic high school,” 
have found out to our credit, that the epithet does not now 
apply. 

This has not come about by command, but is to be credit- 
ed to the increased demand for the student’s entire time and 
application, required by the raising of the standard of scho!ar- 
ship above that formerly maintained. 

That practical and interesting bodily exercise is a ni Ces- 
sity is evident. This is a problem which now confronts us, 
and the need of a gymnastic feature is becoming more ap- 
parent. ‘The development of manual training or of practical 
vocational lines of study as an integral part of the various 
courses, may solve the problem; or a special construction for 
athletic purposes may have to be provided. 

Having attained the desired approved standing with the 
colleges, we have re-instated Drawing and Elocution. ‘Teach- 
ers have been procured who are specialists in the subjects and 
we have required work of the strict High school order, regard- 
less of the previous preparation. 

The ‘taking hold” by our High school students has been 
very gratifying, thus justifying the additional expense. In 
Elocution, the foundations are being laid for the speakers of the 
future and the element of dread is being transmuted in to the 
valuable self control of vocal utterance of thought. In Draw- 
ing, where it is possible to leave its mark, the students have 
shown painstaking work and developed a high degree of skill. 
Herein lies the proof of the hunger of the mnd, filled with ab- 
stract study, for manual training. These new features do not 
appear to have over crowded the other lines of study. 

The High schools in Woodstock, Lincoln and Ashland 
have kept our enrollment below what the town had a right to 
expect when the building was erected. We may still hope to 
overcome these losses by our superior equipment and ‘instrue- 
tion, and may attempt to draw patronage by advertising. As 
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it is, we have here an opportunity to prepare for any college 
or technical school desired. 

The Model schools have labored under difficulty for two 
years for want of sufficient room to maintain the usual two 
sessions a day for all grades. Now that the district has pro- 
vided what the schools needed in extra room, we anticipate 
the teaching in the same to be unequalled by any other in the 
state. 

' It may be said that, under the present agreement, we pay 
nothing ; yet the fact remains that the proportionate part cf 
the principal, and the interest and repair expenses connected 
with the new Model School building, are really equal to the 
sum we should have been asked to pay by a re-adjustment of 
rates under the preceding contract. ai 

It may be consoling to feel that the district owns the 
building, but if at some future date the district is asked to 
donate it to the state, what then? Or, if the district should 
withdraw from connection with the Normal school, since this 
building has been constructed to run in conjunction with the 
Normal school plant and since it is not sufficiently large to 
accommodate all of the village school children, what tlen? 

The District schools are more within our direct control as 
to details than are any others. The Sargent school was closed 
for want of pupils, only one remaining in the district. Much 
to their detriment the number of children in these schools is 
annually decreasing. If it were possible to so adjust the pop- 
ulation as to give about twenty-five pupils to each school it 
would be better for the localities and for the schools. 


The element of self-application in the way of better work 
or conduct has increased remarkably of late in these schools, 
not from discipline or hope of reward, but from the voluntary 
choice of the pupils, induced by certain new features of man- 
agement that have struck a responsive chord in the pupils’ 
makeup. Thus the ‘keeping school” drops out and the chance 
of teaching the children increases. 


The standards of attainment have been raised. Fewer. 
may graduate but more will be entitled to the certificate. 
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We aim to maintain rural schools far ahead of any under 
the district supervision idea, and until we see better than ours, 
we shall believe them unsurpassed. 

In order to stimulate the pupils and to interest our citi- 
zens, we shall have at the graduation exercises an exhibit of 
the work done this school year, similar to that of former years. 
We trust this will be the best yet, and we invite the citizens, 
especially those of the rural districts, to make a special effort 
to see it on June 16th, next. 

In one feature we seem to have originatedanovelty. Fcr 
two years there has been a Corn Contest among the scholars 
of these schools in conjunction with the farmers. At the first 
exhibit, held in November, 1909, Mr. George Adams won the 
farmers’ prize and Archie Spencer took the prize for scholars, 
and carried off the honors of raising the best corn in town. 
In November, 1910, the Corn Contest was again a success. 
Edna- Adams won the pupils’ prize, while her father, Mr. 
George F. Adams, again took the farmers’ prize and the extra 
reward for raising the best corn in town. Dr. Twitchell of 
Maine gave the lecture, and from his newspaper reports, he 
has made Plymouth an inspiration for similar movements in 
many other localities in New England. 


This may prove to be the entering wedge, leading to 
practical! industrial manual training in our rural schools. 

Vocational training is the new feature of the educators, 
the country over. We must give it attention and provide the 
chance for our pupils to be the better prepared for self-suste- 
nance than is customary in the general run of schools that aim 
to prepare for higher institutions. 

The Commercial course of the High school and some 
elementary teaching of Agriculture in the District schools are 
as far as we have uttained in this line. Perhaps the way may, 
or must, soon open to provide other lines of special training 
toward self-support for those whose study must end here. 

The new Model school was completed this year and has 
been delivered into our custody by the Building Committee. 
This is intended to provide for housing the grades I to VI, 
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and is in fulfillment of the School District’s part of the last 
contract that was made with the Normal School Trustees. It 
was opened to occupancy September 27, 1910, under the fol- 
lowing ‘*modus vivendi :” 


Plymouth, N. H., September 23, 1910. 

‘‘It is hereby agreed by the School Board-of the School 
District of the town of Plymouth that, the new Model School 
Building, erected by said District may be immediately occu- 
pied by the Trustees of the State Normal School for the pur- 
pose of maintaining the Graded Village Schools of the Dis- 
trict, without prejudice to, or waiver of, any of the rights of 
the said Trustees or District, and that the furnishing by said 
Trustees, or the principal of said State Normal School of text 
books and supplies for said school for the next term thereof 
shall not be construed, or considered as a waiver of, or preju- 
dice to, the rights of said District or Trustees under the exist- 
ing contract between them and said Distriet. 

It is hereby mutually understood, that, acting under this 
agreement no act of the Principal shall be construed as bind- 
ing the Trustees for or against the acceptance of any out- 
standing contracts.”

So far we have been unable to get the Trustees to accept 
the building. They apparently prefer to wait until certain 
last things, which they have requested, should be finished. 
By this new arrangement we are looking forward to the ac- 
complishment of the desirable changes in methods of instruc- 
tion, promised as an inducement for the outlay. 

The defacing of the lawn south of the High school build- 
ing could not be avoided, while the new building was being 
constructed. We deemed the re-grading necessary for the 
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general symmetry of the grounds. When the plans, under 
way for beautifying the grounds, materialize, we trust the ap- 
plied spirit of public improvement will be pleasing to all. 

The new Model school loan must needs be funded into 
tangible shape for payment with the least possible burden of 
taxation. We are changing it into 3 1-2 per cent. notes, with 
the ultimate plan of refunding into bonds or time notes. The 
success of out efforts depends upon the loyalty of our citizens, 
content to invest in a perfectly safe place at low interest, in 
giving to this district their financial aid. We ask those who 
loan their surplus at the same or lower rates to grant this Dis- 
trict their investments, for which they can receive the interest 
and principal paid according to agreement, and what is of 
value, the sense of security, not to be had everywhere. 


The insurance expenditure has been unusually large this 
year. Of the new insurance, we have had all possible placed 
in mutual companies by which we hope to largely reduce the 
cost of re-insurance. We propose to re-insure a proportionate 
part each year, so as to equalize each year’s cost. 

The matter of medical inspection in the schools has been 
brought to our attention. It meets our approval and we 
recommend that at the next Annua! Meeting the matter be 
acted upon in such a way as to give the School Board proper 
authority to incur the expense and carry out the system to be 
adopted. 

At the last Annual Meeting enough was raised to compen- 
sate the School Board, so that one member could be paid an 
extra allowance for doing a Superintendent’s work in our 
schools—especially in the District schools. The price was less 
than half what is paid for such work in the surrounding towns. 
The work done inciuded some things for which bills were paid 
formerly and has so far succeeded in saving a truant officer’s 
expenses. It is for the voters to determine whether this ar- 
rangement shall be continued, 


The expenses for general maintenance of the schools will 
be about the same next year. Probably the repairs account 
will not exceed $200, and perhaps the text books and supplies 
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account may be $200 less. We recommend that at least the 
same amounts be raised as last year under similar articles. If 
the district can find a way of making the total amount raised 
at the school meeting ten thousand dollars, we shall be surer 
of reducing the principal of the new Model School loan debt, 
which, of course, we must begin to pay atonce.. After the 
debt is funded it will be possible to know how much of it must 
be provide for each year. 

The truancy problem has been insignificant this year. 
We have had no occasion to use a truant officer, such matters 
having been smoothly dealt with by the superintendent through 
persuasion in cases of delinquents. This speaks well for the 
town and saves some expense, also unpleasant features. 

The teachers and others employed have rendered loyal 
service and generally have fulfilled expectations ; when other- 
wise, the disposition was not wanting, but rather other things 
have interfered, such as environment, misunderstandings, sick- 
ness, ete. 

We hereby express gratitude to all that have helped us to 
accomplish our work for the best good of the schools of this 
town.

FIRE DISTRICT REPORT. 


During the year we have had 19 alarms, 8 bel] alarms 
and 11 still alarms. Three alarms were for fires outside 
the District, two on Ward’s Hill and one in Holderness. 
We have expended about $700.00 for new hose reel, 500 
feet of hose, six new tappers, two new fire alarm boxes, 
twelve extinguishers and sled for extinguishers, making the 
Department much more efficient. We have been unable to 
sell or exchange the heavy supply wagon for one more suit- 
able, but the new hose reel has proved to be a great help, as 
we can get at least one stream of water quickly. The fire 
drills have been a great help to the firemen and we recom- 
mend that they be continued this year. 

The D. & M. fire must have made it plain to all that 
the water supply on Main street is not sufficient to cope 
with big fires, and it is our opinion that money expend- 
ed on the water system should be to better the supply on 
Main street.

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WATER COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT. 


The Board of Water Commissioners for Plymouth Fire 
District herewith submit their twelfth annual report: 

The physical condition of the water system has been 
maintained to its usual high standard, and frequent analysis 
of water from reservoir and pump supply by State officials 
show the quality from both sources of supply to be excellent. 

Owing to drouth it has been necessary to run the pep 
almost continuously for the past six months. 

The District has had no plau or map of its water sys- 
tem, and the old written records are no longer accurate 
owing to the removal of old landmarks. 

During the past season, Mr. John Keniston has been 
commissioned to make a survey of the water system and to 
establish landmarks from which measurements can be taken 
to locate various parts of the system. Mr. Keniston has 
this work nearly completed, the records of which consist of 
maps and written descriptions, and Mr. Keniston proposes 
to produce these records with at least five duplicate copies, 
and it is expected that with one of the copies any intelligent 
person will be able to locate any pipe, gate, or connection — 
on the system by a simple system of measurements. 

The financial condition of the water department con- 
tinues satisfactory; for a detailed account of which please 
consult treasurer’s report.
